of the President’s M essage to Congress 
in which the determ ination of this G o­ 
vernm ent to take possession of W est- 
Florida is avowed. 


W ithout presum ing to discuss the 
validity of the title of the Uiiited States 
to Wet'FJoi-ida, u title whicJi is niiuil- 
iestly doubtful, since according to tiie 
president’s proclamation it is left open 
to discussion,but which has nevertheless 
been brought forward as one of the 
pleas to justify the occupation of these 
Provinces, may it not be asked why 
that Province could not have been as 
fairly a subject of negotiation and adjust­ 
m ent in the hands of the Spaniards, Mho 
possess tne actual so\ereignty theie, as 
in the hands of the Am ericans, who, to 
obtain possession, m ust begin by com- 
m ittuig an act of hostility towards Spain. 


But it may he said the Spanish forces 
ill M exico, in Cuba, or in Pensacola, 
arc unequal to quell the rebellious as­ 
sociation of a band of desperadoes who 
are known by the contem ptuous ap­ 
pellation of land-jobbers, allowing as 
m uch (w ^ich you will agree with me 
sir, is allowing a great deal) would it 
not have been worthy of the generosity 
of a free nation like this, bearing as it 
doubtless does a respect for the rights 
of a gallant people at this moment en­
